THE BIMETALLIC LEAGUE. 


Report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tions Considered. ? 

Washington, May 23.—The attendance to- 
day at the convention of the Pan-American 
Bimetallic League was about forty, rather 
less than on yesterday. The convention 
considered the report of the committee on 
resolutions. As tinally adopted they de- 
clared that the league is unalterably op- 
posed to the further issue of interest-bear- 
ing bonds; that before casting their votes 
for congressmen the members of the league 
will require assurances of adherence to 
the free coinage of silver and gold at a 
ratio of 16 to 1 and a pledge that if a bill 
providing for such coinage is passed by con- 
gress and vetoed by the president, they 
will work for and vote to pass the bill over 
the president’s veto; that if the election of 
president is thrown into the house,they will 
vote onlv for the person in favor of free 
coinage; denounce the present system of 
national banks as the monumental monop- 
oly of the nineteenth century: recommend 
the enactment of a system of currency that 
will insure a per capita circulation of $50, 
to be made up by the free coinage of silver 
and gold at 16 to 1 and the issue of treas- 
ury notes; assert that the discontinuance of 
the issue of silver money and the replenish- 
ing of the treasury by bond issues is bur- 
densome on the masses; declare that it is 
the duty of the secretary of the treasury 
to coin the bullion now in the treasury, and 
to pay interest on the public debt with sil- 
ver, and demand the issue of $4509,000,000 of 
non-interest-bearing notes of small denomi- 
nations.

MORGAN AND SILVER: 


Alabama's Democrats Endorse the Sena- 
tor and Free Coinage. 


CUCKOOS MAKE A GREAT FUSS 


They Hate to Swallow an Endorse- 
ment of the Senior Senator. 


THEIR SLATE IS BADLY SPLIT UP 


Cleveland and Jones Are Commended-—-The 
Convention Is ina Great Uproar—Ap. 
Peased Only by Approval of Morgan. 


Montgomery, <Ala., May 23.—(Special.)— 
The democrats of all Alabama approached 
the precipice of eternal ruin today, paused 
a moment on its brink and stepped back 
to a place of safety. 

It was undoubtedly a close shave, 
the danger is now past and all is well. 

At this afternoon’s session of the state 
democratic convention the committee on 
platform and resolutions reported, througa 
its chairman, Hon, H. Clay Tompkins, of 
this city. The platform reported was sub- 
stantially that on which Mr. Cleveland was 
elected, except that it went further and 
endorsed in unmistakable terms his ad- 
ministration and that of Governor Junes, of 
Alabama. 

The anti-administration men in the con- 
vention, in the interests of party harmony, 
voted for the platform as reported and it 
was unanimously adopted by the conven- 
tion. 

Among other resolutions reported by the 
committee was one which declared, 
recognizing the ability of Senator John T. 
Morgan and his devotion to the interests of 
Alabama, that the convention commend him 
to the legislature for re-election. 

The resolution which was reported 
through Mr. Tompkins, the chairman, was 
as follows: 

“Resolved, That, recognizing the wise ex- 
perience, the eminent ability and the devo- 
tion to the best interests of the state of 
Alabama of our distinguished senior sera- 
tor, the Hon. John T. Morgan, and since 
his acquaintance with measures, now pend- 
ing before congress of vast importance, rot 
only to his constituents, but to the whole 
people of the United States, makes it im- 
portant that he should be retained in his 
present position, we, the representatives of 
the democratic party of Alabama in con- 
vention assembled, hereby cordiaily and 
heartily commend him to the people of 
Alabama for re-election to the senate of 
the United States.” 

Mr. Tompkins stated that while there 
was a minority, of which he was one, who 
did not agree to the resolution, it was not 
because of objection to its declaration, but 
from belief that the matter should not 
but be left 
with the people. He did not submit a mi- 
nority report and said his objection ended 
with the action of the committee. 

The presentation of the resolution 
brought to the floor Hon. F. L. Pettus, of 
Dallas, who spoke in eulogistic terms of 
the senior senator and who urged 
that the convention should speak in no un- 
certain terms about him. 

Recognizing His Democracy. 

John B. Knox, of Anniston, one of the 
most brilliant and influential young demo- 
crats in the state, demanded recognition 
and introduced a substitute for the com- 
mittee’s resolution. The substitute was in 
the exact language of the resolution except 
that it included the endorsement of Sena- 
tor Morgan’s democracy. 

The substitute was in these words: 

‘‘Resolved, That recognizing the ripe ex- 
perience, the eminent ability, the loyal and 
faithful adherence to the principles of true 
democracy of our distinguished senior sena- 
tor, the Hon. John T. Morgan, and since 
his thorough acquaintance with a measure 
now pending before congress of vast im- 
portance, not only to his constituents, but 
to the whole people of the United States, 
require that he should be retained in his 
present position, we, the representatives 
of the democratic and conservative party of 
Alabama in convention assembled, hereby 
cordially and heartily commend him to the 
people of this state for re-election to the 
senate of the United States.’’ 

This was the precipitation of the most 
exciting scene of the whole convention. 

Confusion on the Floor. 

Men were up in all parts of the house. 
There was much noise in all quarters, some 
were shouting for Morgan, others for sus- 
taining the committee, and still others who 
favored tabling resolutions and substitutes. 

Finally quiet was restured and Mr. Knox, 
in defense of his substitute, said the resolu- 
tion offered by the committee could, with 
much propriety, be adopted in regard to a 
republican. Here is a representative from 
the state of Alabama who is a democrat 
and the resolution refuses to endorse him 
as a democrat, 

The only issue against Senator Morgan 
was between him and a populist. If he is 
defeated he will be defeated by a populist. 

Having endorsed Cleveland and Jones, 
should we refuse to endorse John T. Mor- 
gan? Distinguished at home, distinguished 
at Washington, distinguished everywhere, 
the people expect that we should pass no 
acts of condemnation for Morgan, and if 
the convention fails to pass this resolution 
it can only be regarded as condemnation. 

Mr. Knox called the attention of the 
convention to the gingerly endorsement 
of Alabama’s honest and brilliant senator 
and demanded that his democracy be spe- 
cifically endorsed. The demand was cordi- 
ally echoed by the senator’s friends. 

This set the administration crowd wild. 
One of their number took the stand and 
rallied the cuckoo forces. 

Harrison Attacks Morgan. 

Gerieral George P. Harrison, of the Lee 
county contested delegation, who, according 
to the Johnston men’s. estimates, had no 
more right to a seat in the convention tan 
a Kolbite, led the fight against senator 
Morgan. He gaid the convention cev'd not 
pronounce Morgan’s views on the s'lver 
question true democracy. 

General Harrison said he was a rember 
of the committee reporting the resuiution. 
He recognized the ability of Cleveland, 
Morgan and Oates and held the denocrazic 
party greater than them all.

Smashing the Slate. 

In the nominations for minor state offi- 
ces the ring’s slate was broken all to 
pieces. Kirk Jackson, of Lauderdale, Gov- 
ernor Jones’s private secretary, defeated 
Mr. Lloyd, The Advertiser’s candidate, and, 
for years its employe, by an easy majority, 
and this in spite of the fact that he is one 
of the most able and most popular young 
men in Alabama.

It was whispered around that he was 
work.ng for Anderson. All of the five can- 
didates for the nomination had been with- 
aqrawn except Fitts and Anderson. The 
eleventh vote gave Tuscaloosa’s twenty- 
eight-year-old candidate the plum. Ander- 
son was a Johnston man,but the ring claim- 
ed him and his defeat followea. 

The slate was also beaten badly in the 
nomination of Professor Turner, of St. 
Clair. He triumphed over four opponents 
anu his nomination is well deserved, for the 
reason that he has had occasion to decline 
honors at the hands of the opposition to the 
democratic party in Alabama. Mr. Craig 
Smith’s renomination as treasurer without 
opposition pleased the Johnston forces im- 
mensely, as Mr. Smith has been an ardent 
Johnston supporter. The renominations of 
Judge John Purifoy as auditor, and of H.

Maryland’s Senator Pleeds for the Pas 
sage of the Tariff Bill. | 


HE CONSIDERS If A GOOD MEASORE 


Personally He Is Opposed to the In-« 
come Tax Feature. 


BUT HE PROMISES TO VOTE FOR IT 


The Country Can Try It fora Few Years 
and See Whether It Is Desirable 
to Continue the Tax. 


Washington, May 23.—There were not 
over twenty senators present at the open- 
ing of today’s session, Dut proceedings were 
allowed to go on without a roll call. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Kyle, 
populist, of South Dakota, and went over 
until tomorrow, declaring it as the sense 
of the senate that the government of the 
United States shall not use force for the 
purpose of restoring to the throne the de- 
posed queen of the Sandwich islands, or 
for the purpose of destroying the existing 
government; that the provisional govern- 
ment having been duly recognized, the high- 
est national interests are that it shall pur- 
sue its own line of policy and that interven- 
tion in the political affairs of those islands 
by other governments will be regarded as 
an act unfriendly to the government of the 
United States. 

‘At 10 o’clock the tariff bill was taken up. 

Paragraph 177—‘‘railway bars, made of 
iron or steel, railway bars made in part of 
steel, and rails and punched iron or steel 
flat rails’’—was the first item in order. The 
house bill had made the duty 20 per cent ad 
valorem; the finance committee had report- 
ed the rate of 22%, and now Mr. ‘Jones, 
democrat, of Arkansas, on behalf of tfte 
finance committee, withdrew its amendment 
and moved to make-the rate 7-20 cent per 
pound, which, he explained, would be $7.84 
a ton. The rate under the present law, 
he said, was 6-10 cent per pound or $13.44 
per ton, so that the rate now proposed was 
a little over one-half of the existing’ rate. 

Gorman Reads an Essay. 

Discussion of the mendment was taken 
up by Mr. Platt until 11 o’clock, when Mr. 
Gorman took the floor. It had been made 
known through the newspapers that it was 
his intention to speak today in defense of 
the democratic position, and the attendance 
of senators on both sides and of spectators 
in the galleries was quite large. As, in 
measured slowness of delivery, and in sol- 
emn, vibrating tones he commenced his 
speech, a profound hush spread over the 
chamber, and senators and spectators set- 
tled down to give to the Maryland senator 
the closest and most respectful attention. 
He read his speech from printed slips, with 
perfect distinctness: of intonation and with 
great earnestness of manner. 

“Mr. President: We are nearing the end. 
After twenty years of political progress, 
of positive growth, of constant development 
and of universal enlightenment, the demo- 
cratic party and the American people are 
within sight of the promised land. Emanci- 
pation is at hand—emancipation from parti- 
san oppression; from the greed of classes; 
from extortion; from willful extravagance; 
from financial fantasy; from spoils; from 
restrictions upon individual liberty; from 
jingoism—from all those evils, in brief, 
which the democratic party inherited as a 
hateful legacy from three decades of repub- 
lican maladministration.” 

He then touched upon the __— difficulties 
which had confronted the democratic party 
on its return to power, after thirty years 
of opposition, and the vehemenve of the 
demands made upon them. “We were not 
only urged,” he said,‘* but ordered peremp- 
torially to reform the tariff at once. Why 
wait? Vote first. Talk afterwards.”’ 

Tarif?’ Legislation Is Slow. 

Mr. Gorman asserted that time, and plen- 
ty of it, had always been considered abso- 
lutely essential in reforming tariffs. The 
Mills bill did not pass the house until mid- 
summer. The McKinley bill did not receive 
the signature of President Harrison until 
the last day of September. 

Speaking of the house Dill, he said: “In 
obedience to the obvious wish of the coun- 
try, the house of representatives passed a 
tariff bill early in the season. Compara- 
tively little time was given to the consid- 
eration of the various schedules and many 
changes in the bill, as reported, were made 
in committee of the whole, without due re- 
gard for their ultimate effect, or for exist- 
ing industrial conditions. The result was 
necessarily an imperfect measure, which 
not only failed to meet the requirements of 
the treasury, but actually increased the de- 
ficit created by republican prohibitive du- 
ties. There was no expectation that this 
bill would become a law without change. 
But no sooner did the finance committee 
begin its work than the cry for ‘action’ 
was renewed with extraordinary vigor. This 
imperfect bill was upheld, not as a suita- 
ble basis for tariff revision, but as a demo- 
cratic principle in itself. We were informed 
that any change whatsoever would be set 
dewn as a betrayal of the party’s promises.’ 
We were told substantially that there was 
no room in the democratic party for hon- 
est difference of opinion, regarding even 
such pure business matters as tariff 
schedules; that the unforeseen change in 
industrial conditions did not permit the 
slightest consideration; that every senator 
who showed the least concern for the 
interests of his own state was a traitor to 
the union and his party; that the senate it- 
self had ceased to be a co-ordinate branch 
of the government and that its sole duty 
was to ratify blindly wie decrees of the 
house.” Then he added with significant 
emphasis: 

For Revenue. 

“Our friends on the other side seem very 
anxious to learn upon what theory this bill 
was constructed. I will tell them. It was 
constructed upon the democratic theory of 
a tariff for revenue, with such incidental 
protection as can be given consistently to 
the industries of the country. It follows 
strictly the course marked out by President 
Cleveland in his letter of acceptance. It is 
not a free trade measure, but it is a longer 
step for freer trade than either the Mills 
bill or the tariff of 1883. It is not a protec- 
tion act for the sake of protection; but it 
does discriminate between raw materials 
and manufactured articles to the full ex- 


tent of the* difference between European 
/' and American wages. 


It is not a deficit- 
creating bill, such as either the present 
law has proven to be or as the bill which 
passed the house was certain to be if en- 
acted. It is democratic, because it reduces 
taxation to the actual requirements of the 
government. It is just, because it elimi- 
nates the favoritism of the present law and 
lessens the burdens upon the great major- 
ity of the ptople. It is wise, because it 
makes possible the quick revival of business 
activity; sadly needed and universally de- 
sired. It is business-like, because it pro- 
vides sufficient revenue to meet necessary 

tures without further issue of bonds, 
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mot attempt to ignore the facts in bearing 
out a theory.” 

Turning to the alleged influenee of the 
Sugar trust and like organizations in shap- 
ing the senate bill, he said: 

Rails, Lead and Sugar. 

“The assertion that any trust or trusts 
have dictated any part of any schedule 
ot this bill, I pronounce unqualifiedly false. 
They have received the same attention, al- 
though not as much consideration, as in- 
dividuals engaged in the business of manu- 
facturers—no more and no less. We felt the 
necessity of dealing all such combinations 
a death-blow, but we found them so hedged 
about with the bounty and other devices of 
republican statesmen that it was possible 
only to curtail their privileges to the farth- 
est limit consistent with the rights of oth- 
ers, intimately concerned but not respon- 
sible. This we have done. We have re- 


duced the duty on lead 50 per cent, on steel | 


rails 56 per cent, and on refined sugar 75 
per cent, more than on the product of any 
other trust or on any other article. We 
have gone quite as far as we can go, in a 
word, without seriously impairing the gov- 
ernment’s sources of necessary revenue. 
Much has been said in criticism of our ac- 
tion in imposing any duty whatever on 
sugar. 

“But let me ask any fair-minded man if 
it would be just to the people of Leéuisiana 
to take from them every shred of the ad- 
vantage foisted upon them against their 
will by the republican party, for a political 
purpose; to deprive them, in fact, of their 
very means of livelihood and give them 
nothing in return? Louisiana stands today 
on the same plane with Pennsylvania, New 
York and New Jersey-—one of the same 
union of states, and entitled to the same 
consideration. But if there were no such 
industry or even state in existence, the 
wonderful development of the beet sugar 
production in Nebraska and California fully 
warrants the incidental protection which 
will-be afforded by this revenue duty. That, 
sir, is the reason why we have placed an 
ad valorem duty of 40 per cent upon al 
sugars, and I cannot and will not believe 
that the generous-minded people of the east 
who themselves have profited from such 
measures so long and so greatly, will dis- 
wpprove our action.”’ 

Opposes an Income Tax. 

On the income tax question Mr. Gorman 
spoke as follows: 

“In the matter of internal revenue, I may 
say that personally I am in full accord with 
the sentiments so ably and eloqucntly ex- 
pressed by the senators from New York 
nnd New Jersey regarding the income tax. 
Like them, I consider that it served its 
purpose as a war tax and has no fitting 
place in our fiscal system in a time of 
peace. I could not, I say, frankly, vote con- 
scientiously with my judg- 
ment and convictions to make this method 
of taxation a part of our settled policy. 
But, much as 1 deplore the fastening of ap 
income tax in any form upon our tariff bill. 
I cannot ignore the fact that a large me- 
jority of my democratic colleagues honestly 
differ from myself in this matter, and are 
so confident of the soundness of their posi- 
tien that they are willing to subject it to 
-the test of afew years, thus enabling the 
people to see its actual workings and then 
upon it directly. In these circum- 
and in view of the necessity of 
obtaining additional revenue from some 
source if we would reduce customs taxa- 
tion, without disav@Wving the frightful finan- 
cial obligations heaped up by republican leg- 
islation or further increasing the debt of 
the government, I cannot, as a democrat 
bound in honor, let an ordinary prejudice or 
difference in opinion prevent the passage of 
a tariff measure by refusing to vote for 
this amendment; simply and solely, how- 
ever, as an emergency tax.” 

Republican Abstractionists. 

Discussing the republican position on the 
bili, Mr. Gorman said: 

‘During my service in this chamber, Mr. 
president, 1 have seen many examples of in- 
consistency, some of demagogism, a few of 
hypocrisy, but I have never seen and hope 
never again to see so many of all combined 
injected, into a single débate as have been 
crowded into this. Where do they, the re- 
publicans, stand? What do they want? 
What do they advise? They insist, first, 
that we are pledged to enact a free trade 
measure. They declare, second, tnat such a 
measure wouid bring disaster upon the coun- 
try. They demand, third, tnat this be 
done.”’ 

Mr. Gorman went on to say that the blame 
for any further delay in the settlement of 
this question must rest upon the other side 
of the chamber, and closed with an ex- 
hortation to his own side to exercise pa- 
tience, forbearance and courage, and all 
would be well with them. 

Mr. Gorman occupied exactly one hour in 
the delivery of his speech, and as he closed 
with the description of a land blessed with 
peace and plenty, and of a people prosper- 
ous and happy in the Knowledge that after 
many years in the wilderness, they had at 
last come to their own, the crowds in the 
galleries clapped their hands and applauded. 

The vice president rebuked the outbreak 
ai ien stated that if there was any rep- 
etition of the offense he would have the gal- 
leries cleared. 

A Test Vote. 

Mr. Aldrich and Mr. Teller briefly replied 
to portions of Mr. Gorman’s speech. Mr. 
Teller agreed with Mr. Gorman that the 
country should know as soon as possible 
what it was to expect; and therefore, as a 
test question he moved to lay the bill on the 
table.

A very interesting and good-natured and 
witty debate followed, im spite of Mr. Har- 
ris’s efforts to interrupt it and bring the 
Senate to action upon the bill. 

Finally the vote was taken and the duty 
On railway bars, etc., (item 117) was fixed 
at 7-20 of a cent per pound, 

The provision in the house bill for “sheets 
of iron,” etc., (item 118) was struck out, on 
motion of Mr. Jones and the following sub- 
Stituted for it: ‘Sheets of iron or steel, 
common or black, including all iron or steel 
commercially Known as common or black 
taggers iron or steel, and skKelp iron or steel, 
vaiued at 3 cents per pound or less, thinner

Yi) MMING THE APPROPRIATIONS. 


Republicans Get the Laugh on the 
Democrats Over the Civil Service. 
Washington, May 23.—Very soon after as- 

sembling the house in commit- 

tee of the whole, with Mr. 

Richardson, of Tennessee, in the 

chair, took up the legislative, executive and 

judicial appropriation bal. Lhe pending 
amendment was that of Mr. DeArmond, 
democrat, of Missoum, which provides, after 
striking out the appropriation for the civil 
service commission, for the appointment of 


employes in the several departments by the 
heads thereof, in proportion to the popula- 
tion of the various states and territories, 
under such regulations as the states may 
prescribe. It was ruled out on a point of 
order. 

Mr. Alderson, democrat, of West Virginia, 
sought to evade the obnoxious point, viz: 
That the amendment did not, on its face, 
reduce expenditures, by offering another 
amendment limiting the cost of examina- 
tions authorized to be made by the heads of 
deparements for selecting appointees to one- 
half the cost of the civil service examina- 
tions. 

Chairman Richardson thought this was 
not germane; that on an appropriation bill 
it was not proper to engraft a scheme for 
making appointments in the civil service. 

Then Mr. Alderson offered an amendment 
to repeal the civil service law and acts 
amendatory thereof. 

Mr. Coombs, democrat, o1 New Hamp- 
shire, made the point of order against this 
that it changed existing law, and was not 
germane. 

Mr, Baker, republican, of New Hampshire, 
proceded to read the declarations of the na- 
tional democratic platform in favor of the 
civil service law. 

Several democratic members called him to 
order, but Mr. Baker continued to read, 
amidst much confusion, the protests of dem- 
ocratic members,the laughter of the republi- 
cans and the pounding of the chairman’s 
gavel. 

Quiet being restored, Mr. Baker explained 
that he was reading from an authority, rec- 
ognized as binding upon the majority of the 
house, and he felt sure that when it was 
called to their attention, they would clearly 
see that anything which tended to cripple 
or destroy the civil service law was out of 
order. 

The Chairman Sustained. 

Chairman Richardson, at the close of Mr. 
Baker’s remarks, sustained the point of or- 
der made by Mr. Coombs; and Mr. Alderson 
appeaied from the decision. ‘ine appeal was 
discussed by Mr. Enioe and Mr. Stockdale, 
and the decision of the chairman was sus- 
tained by a vote of 93 to 8&6. 

The paragraph transferring to the civil 
service commission control of the clerks de- 
tailed for work therein, was stricken out on 
the point of order that it was new lezgisla- 
tion. 

Mr. Pickler, republican, of South Dakota, 
offered an amendment to tne last para- 
graph, relating to the civil service commis- 
sion, appropriating $6,000 for traveling and 
other expenses of the commission, making 
all honorably discharged soldiers, other 
things being equal, preferred candidates for 
appointment to office under the commission. 

This went out ona point of order made by 
Mr. Livingston, democrat, of Georgia. 

Mr. Williams, democrat, of Mississippi, 
moved to strike out the paragraph. Defeat- 
ed—40 to 54. 

This ended the consideration ofthe civil 
service commission schedule. 

Mr. Caruth, democrat, of Kentucky, mov- 
ed to strike out the words “‘within the clas- 
sified service’’ in tne item appropriating 
20,000 to enable the secretary of the treas- 
ury: to complete the accounts in the offices 
of the first and second comptrollers and 
commissioner of customs, which it is pro- 
posed to abolish.

BRYAN ON MONEY. 


The Congressman Delivers an Ad- 
dress in North Carolina. 
Greensboro, N. C., May 23.—(Special.)— 
Greensboro had on her holiday garb today. 
The business fronts on Main street were 
gayly decorated in the white and gold col- 
or of the Normal and Industrial school, the 
annual commencement gf which is now 
going on. A host of disMnguished visitors 

were present. 

Governor Elias Carr introduced the speak- 
er of the occasion, Hon. W. J. Bryan, of 
Nebraska. When Mr. Bryan arose he was 
greeted with prolonged applause. His hand- 
some, clear-cut features made friends for 
him at once with the ladies. The speaker 
announced as his subject, ‘‘The Money Ques- 
tion.”’ He apologized for his subject by 
stating that he thought money vitally con- 
cerned us all. He first discussed the differ- 
ence between monometallism and bimetal- 
lism, the necessity for the use of silver, the 
ratio, etc. The money lender, said the 
speaker, is as much interested in the rise of 
money as the borrower in the rise of his 
product. All of us are selfish. When money 
advances the lender can buy that much 
more property and when property goes up 
money goes down. At present money is 
appreciated. This is in favor of the credit- 
or, but bad on the debtor. One corigress 
may be in favor of contracting the currency. 
Another will be in favor of inflating. 

‘“‘What I am afraid of,” said the speaker, 
“is that in this rise and fall injustice will 
be done some one. The country wants an 
honest dollar—a stable currency, a money 
that will pay the same debt next year that 
it will pay this. The people will take to 
such a currency.”’ 

The speaker said that he did not claim 
that the proposed silver legislation was en- 
tirely free from flaw. ‘“‘No bill was ever 
framed that did not have some defect. If 
any of you have an idea that gold is a 
stable currency I want to rid you of the 
idea. Professor Lofton says no monometal- 
list believes that gold is a stable currency. 
I never lose an opportunity to criticise the 
administration for its interpretation of the 
power to issue bonds. 

“Those bonds were issued to increase the 
gold reserve, but the bankers paid the gold 
for the bonds, then drew out the gold, leav- 
ing the treasury as depleted as ever. Even 
if monometallism were a good thing it would 
be impossible, on account of the small 
amount of gold that is mined annually.” 

The speaker said that he used to think 
when he heard a man harping on the sub- 
ject of the great money question that he 
was 2 crank, but now he had come to the 
conclusion that this is the most serious 
question that confronts the American peo- 
ple. He believed that if monometallism 
should be forced upon the people it would 
entail more misery to the race than all the 
horrors of the civil war. Here the speaker 
pictured the horrors of the late war. At 
this point the speaker held up a nugget of 
gold and silver in one lump. He stated that 
“the Creator had joined them together. but 
man was trying to pull them assunder.”’ 

At the close of the address the speaker 
and his wife held a reception.

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'BUTTZ ON THE STAND 


Nothing, However, of His Testimony ls 
Given to the Pablic. 


A POSSIBLE EXPLANATION GIVEN 


The Committee May Call the Author of 
the Holland Letiers to Get at Some- 
thing About the Sugar Deal. 


Washington, May 23.—C. W. Buti. the 
alleged briber who was much wanted by 
the senatorial bribery committee yesturday, 
but failed to appear, was on hand when 
the committee met this morning. He was 
out of the city yesterday looking for an 
important witness and failed to notify 
Chairman Gray that he could not be pres- 
ent until today. Mr. Buttz was accom- 
panied by his attorney, ex-Congressman 
McGowan, of Michigan, and the latter was 
allowed to remain in the committee room 
while his client gave his testimony. All 
other persons were excluded. 

Buttz was on the stand for an hour and a 
half. As to the nature of his testimony, 
however, nothing can be learned. 

The witness who followed Mr. Buttz 
threw some light upon the question of how 
Buttz came into the case. This was an 
attorney of this city, named E. 8S. Holman. 
Holman told the committee that early in 
April last he was attending to some legal 
business in a committee room in the capitol 
while Mr. Buttz was present. The witness 
said he was assisted by a Mr. Aleck Harris 
and the latter said he would give $1,000 to 
know how the populist senators would vote 
on the tariff bill, because his Knowledge 
would be worth money to him through 
speculation. Holman said there was no 
offer made and Mr. Harris had made the 
remark in merely a conversational way as 
any other man might make it. The witness 
characterized the efforts of Buttz to make 
money out of an idle remark as a “Colonel 
Sellers proposition.” When Holman was 
asked as to the whereabouts of Mr. Har- 
ris he said the latter was dead. The cun- 
versation took place warly in April and 
Harris died on the llth of that month. 

When Mr. Holman had concluded kis 
testimony the committee adjourned. 

The committee will make its report to 
the senate within a few days and will to- 
morrow begin the investigation of the other 
branch under the resolution—that relating 
to the doings of the sugar trust end the 
alleged conduct of senators who have been 
charged with speculating in sugar. The 
first witnesS will be Mr. Edwards, of New 
York, who wrote the ‘‘Holland letters.’’

A SOUTHERN MINISTER 
Introduced to the Northern Presbyte- 
rian General Assembly. 
Saratoga, N. Y., May 23.—The opening in- 
cident of today’s session of the Presbyte- 
rian general assembly was the correction 
of the vote, taken yesterday, on the ma- 
jority report of the special theological sem- 
inary committee. Several absentees of 
yesterday’s session were permitted to have 
their names recorded on the side of the 
majority. This made the record show that 
the seminary control report was adopted by 

a vote of 443 to 115. 

The floor was given to Dr. Duffield, of 
New York, chairman of the committee on 
correspondence, who introduced the Rev. 
Dr. Murkland, of Baltimore, as a represent- 
ative of the Presbyterian Alliance, himself 
being a minister of the southern Presbyte- 
rian church. In this connection Dr. Duf- 
field expressed the hope that the dawning 
of the day may be near at hand when a 
theological equator shall no longer mar the 
Presbyterians of the United States. Dr. 
Murkland spoke at considerable length, 
and was occasionally interrupted by ap- 
plause. In opening he expressed the hope 
that the time might soon come when the 
effort to bring back the southern church 
like a daughter to the bosom of her mother 
should be crowned with success: 

In replying, the moderator charged Dr. 
Murkland to take back to his church the 
special message that the northern church 
is longing to be one again with the south- 
ern chufch, adding: “It is a crime for us 
to be separated any longer.”’ 

SNOW IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


Get a Cold White Bianket. 

Canton, N. C., May 23.—(Special.)—The 
very unusual sight of snow mixed with the 
full foliage on the timber and the green 
vegetation on the ground was presented 
here yesterday. The cold mountain spurs 
of the Blue Ridge were white with snow, 
and in some places it was three inches 
dee The mercury was near the freezing 
point and beans, sweet potatoes, etc., are 
damaged. Some of the more tender foliage 
of the trees is killed. While some damage 
has been dione throughout the mountain 
district, it will not be heavy, according to 
best reports so far obtained from the differ- 
ent counties. 


A Disastrous Conflagration. 

New Orleans, May 23.—West End was vis- 
ited by a disastrous conflagration this 
morning, and now a large portion of one 
of the handsomest and most widely known 
resorts in the south is nothing but a waste 
of ashes and smoking timber.

“We extend a cordial invitation to all 
voters of Alabama, who believe in the prin- 
ciples of democracy and are in favor of the 
maintenance of good government to unite 
with us im the election of the ticket nom- 
inated by this convention.” 

The resolutions were adopted without 
a dissenting voice. 

Mr. Tompkins then offered a_ separate 
resolution favoring the construction of the 
Nicaragua canal under the practical own- 
ership or control of the government. This 
was adopted. 

Kesolutions of thanks to the officers of 
the convention were adopted and the con- 
vention then adjourned.

SMALL DAMAGE DONE. 


The Cold Snap Has Checked Crops, 
Lut Caused No Lasting Injury. 
Columbia, S. C., May 23.—(Special.)}—The 
damage to the crops of South Carolina from 
the recent cold snap appears as yet to have 
been very slight and confined largely to 
sweet potatoes and-in a lesser degree to 
cotton. A fall of from 39 to 45 degrees in 
the temperature occurred over the entire 
state, producing light frosts in some lo- 
calities. In Spartanburg, Newberry and 
Greenville counties adverse local conditions, 
such as the overflow of creek bottoms, 
necessitate some replanting. Hail also did 
some damage over small areas and in Barn- 
well county cotton was damaged by a sand 

storm. 

Cotton ranges from fair to very good 
stands over the whole state. One field of 
about. 800 acres is reported as the best 
ever seen. The only reports of a poor 
stand come from Williamsburg and Sumter 
counties, where the ground is too dry. The 
exact effect of the cold wave cannot be 
estimated until the end of the week. Up 
to last Friday the condition of cotton 
throughout the state was average and 
above. Weather Observer Bauer thinks 
that the cold wave may have checked the 
growth of cotton, but not injured it and 
that it has caused the plant to take firmer 
root. 2

ATHENS KEEPS COOL. 


The Proposition to Move the Agricuitaral 
College Causes No Alarm. 


Di, HARRY WHITE DISCUSSES 


There Is No Good Reason, He States, for 
Making the Change, and Mapy 
Reasons Against It. 


Athens, G.a, May 23.—(Special.)\—An ef- 
fort is made almost every year by certain 
citizens of Griffin to remove the State 


| College of Agriculture from Athens to that 


town. The agitation has begun and the 
Griffin papers are proclaiming that they 
will soon remove the coilege from Athens. 

Dr. H. C. White, president of the institu- 
tion, said in an intérview today: “Yes, 
the good people of Griffin, with their cus- 
tomary enterprise, have again set on foot 
a scheme to remove the college from Ath- 
ens, where it has been in successful opera- 
tion for over twenty years. The effort will 
of course prove as futile as all the rest 
have been, for there 
for separating and every reason for retain- 
ing the association which now exists be- 
tween this college and the State university, 
of which it is a co-ordinate part. The peo- 
ple of Griffin show a commendable local 
pride in working to do everything in their 
power to promote their little city’s interest, 
bue when the prosperity of the educational 
interests of the whole state are involved 
they should not persist in their schemes 
for local advancement, which if successful 
would work injury to the state at large. 

“The policy of uniting and concentrating 
the work of higher education is now uni- 
versally recognized as the best one and 
the old idea. of dividing a university into 
five or six branch colleges has very few 
Supporters among those familiar with edu- 
cational work. 

“It is not likely that the promoters of the 
scheme for removing the college to Griffin 
will have enough encouragement to contin- 
ue their work and they will probably cease 
their efforts in a few days, as they have 
done time and time again before this. 

“If it were possible for them to succeed 
in their plans not 1 cent of the appropria- 
tion received from the national government 
could be spent to purchase grounds or erect 
buildings for a new college and the expense 
of a removal would be enormous. Besides, 
the city of Athens has given this college 
$25,000 in the handsomest wuilding on the 
university campus and if the legislature 
should remove the college it would break 
faith with the people of this city. 

“But the proposition is really not in shape 
to demand serious consideration at this 
time.’’ 

Dr. White received a letter from Mr. W. 
E. H. Searcy, of Griffin, asking him num- 
erous questions relative to the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts. 
These he has replied to in a letter that has 
been published in The Griffin Call and The 
Athens Banner.

Senunthward Trend of Population. 
From The Philadelphia Times. 

The fact that the southern states have 
made such a remarkably good showing since 
the financial pressue commenced, nine 
months ago, has begun to attract the at- 
tention of investors from the north and 
west. A good deal of capital has already 
been placed by shrewd operators like Gould, 
Vanderbilt, Corbin and others in Alabama, 
Texas, Virginia, North Carolina and other 
states and many colonies of intelligent wage 
earners have been planted on Ilocalities 
where it is believed beneficent emoluments 
will follow. The magnitude which this 
southward migration has already attained, 
is not redlized at all, except by the few 
who have watched its courses and develop- 
ment. Hundreds of dissatisfied farmers and 
artisans from higher latitudes have followed 
in the wake of Austin Corbin’s 400, which 
he planted last December in Arkansas. 
Three huhdred families settled in Prairie 
county alone. Emigrants are crowding into 
Texas by the thousand. Many Iowa fami- 
lies have moved into Louisiana. Seventy- 
five families from Illinois, Indiana ad Iowa 
have settled along the line of the Illinois 
Central railroad from Tennessee southward 
to Texas. Many Hoosiers move in upper 
Georgia. Colorado people drift into Lou- 
siana and a few into North Carolina. Penn- 
asylvanians migrate into Virginia and North

Carolina and so do homeseekers from Wis- 
consin and Michigan, attracted by the tim- 
ber industries.

Families from New York 
have settled in Hyde county, North Caro- 
lina, and put in an early crop of Irish 
potatoes. New Jersey and Indiana farmers 
are largely engaged in trucking around 
Norfolk and Elizabeth City.

The upas tree of contraction of the cur- 
rency which President Cleveland has plant- 
ed in the vitals of American prosperity 
has cast a blight over the land totally un- 
paralleled in American history.

Bearing the most exalted honors ever con- 
ferred upon® a single individual © by the 
democratic party, thrice nominated and 
twice elected to the presidency, Grover 

leveland now, as the tide of his political 
hopes and triumphs are finally ebbing, in- 
stead of requiting the honors so lavished 
upon him by throwing the weight of his 
highest effort and influence to stay the tide 
of the encroachment of the capitalist 
class upon the masses, refuses to comply 
with the plain pledges upon which he was 
entrusted with power. Free banking and 
silver coinage, which would strike off the 
shackles which Wall street has forged 
around the prospertiy of the people, and to 
the endorsement of which Grover Cleveland 
owes his exalted station, he openly repudi- 
ates. His late letter to the president of 
the Association of Democratic Clubs, taking

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The Party in Alabama. 


The nomination of Colonel Oates a's 
the democratic candidate for governor 
of Alabama ought to be the signal for 
romplete harmony in the party. There 
has been a good deal of unnecessary ran- 
cor displayed in the preliminary cam- 
paign by some of those who set thein- 
selves up as special partisans of Colonel 
Oates, but his own canvass showed that 
he did not sympathize with the proscrip- 
tive methods adopted. If party har- 
mony depended on this element, it would 
be flung to the winds in Alabama and 
in every other state. Fs 

But party harmony depends now as 
always on the people who are true to 
democratic principles, and who feel and 
know that these principles can only be 
put into operation as the result of demo- 
cratic unity. It is this feeling and this 
knowledge which impels sensible and 
conservative men to subordinate minor 
differences and mere questions of policy 
to the larger and more important consid- 
erations that belong to party harmony. 

The chief of these considerations is 
this: that if men permit differences on 
minor points to divide them they can- 
not carry to a successful issue the prin- 
ciples that are vital and essential; that 
if a party cannot put into operation all 
its policies, it can at least carry out 
some of them—whereas, if there be divis- 
ion and demoralization, the malcontents 
and factionists merely play into the 
hands of the republicans. 

The prediction has been freely made 
that if Colonel Oates, representing the 
rancorous faction in Montgomery, should 
receive the nomination, the platform 
democrats would desert their col@rs and 
swell the ranks of the Kolb men. This 
is wild nonsense. When Colonel Oates 
received the votes of a majority of the 
democratic convention, he became the 
democratic candidate and this was faade 
unmistakable when the convention gave 
him its unanimous endorsement. If he 
ever had been the candidate of a ran- 
corous faction, he ceased to be that when 
the democratic convention gave him its 
endorsement. He became at gnce the 
candidate of the democratic party and 
all democrats who care anything about 
the success of the principles of their 
party will give him their hearty support. 

They will give him their support 
whether they agree with all his personal 
or political views or not, and for the 
very good reason that he represents the 
material and imposing fact of democ- 
racy—the vital force that stands for 
popular government.

| Democratic voters may not relish the 
financial policy thus far developed by 
congress and the administration. They 
may resent the officiousness of the small 
but devoted band of hand-fed patriots 
who are trying to take the affairs of the 
party in charge. But beyond and above 
these things is the necessity of party 
harmony, the necessity of presenting a 
solid front to republican aggression, the 
necessity that impels thoughtful men to 
look beyond faction fights and individ- 
ual selfishness to the welfare of the peo- 
ple and to the final complete success of 
democratie principles. 


The Responsibility of Congress. 


A subscriber sends us this: “Some 
time ago you reminded congress that Mr. 
Cleveland had no power to frame and 
pass measures carrying out the demo- 
cratic platform. Wouldn’t it be well 
to give our friends another gentle re- 
minder on that line?’ 

It would be difficult to give congress a 

_ stronger reminder than that which Mr. 
Cleveland himself recently gave that 
body in his letter to Chauncey Black. It 
was not an official document addressed 
to congress, but it had the president’s 
name signed to it, and individual demo- 
crats in that body would not have low- 
ered their divinity by aceepting the ad- 
vice therein contained. 

Mr. Cleveland declared in effect that 
it would be a shame and a disgrace if 
the democratic party failed to redeem 
the pledges made to the people, and the 
declaration was a very timely one. For 
one thing, we have seen no strenuous 
effort made by the democrats to carry 
dut the financial pledge of the platform. 


| This neglect may arise from the fact that | 


their other labors have been so arduous; 
but we haye heard it whispered that 
the reason they have failed to pass a free 
coinage bill is because Mr. Cleveland is 
opposed to it. On the other hand we 
have My. Cleveland’s indignant declara- 
tion that it would be shameful so fail to 
redeem the pledges made at Chicago, 
and, so far as the people know, he has 
never informed congress that he is op- 
posed to a measure embodying the finan- 
cial pledge. 

Congress was not sent to Washington 
to guess what Mr. Cleveland will do, 
but to aid him in carrying out the pledges 
of the platform ‘and in putting demo- 
cratic principles in operation in the laws. 
Before this can be done congress will 
have to aet, and it ought to act promptly 
not only in passing tariff legislation, 
but in opening the mints to the coinage 
of silver with such safeguards of legis- 
lation as the platform suggests. 

We do not think congressmen will lose 
their popularity with the democratic 
voters by engaging in the work of re- 
deeming the platform pledges. 


Southern-Made Fine Cotton Goods. 

The new cotton factory at Gaffney, 8. 
C., devoted to the spinning and weaving 
of fine cotton goods is attracting consid- 
erable attention in the north. The Bos- 
ton Journal of Commerce and The Ameri- 
can Manufacturer devote a good deal of 
space to the new enterprise and seem to 
think that it inaugurates a new era in 
southern cotton manufacturing. 

The main mill is 261 feet long by 75 
wide, two stories high, with engine room, 
cloth room, two stories high, and a one- 
story-boiler house. The buildings are of 
brick made by the company on its own 
land within three hundred feet. of the 
mill site. ‘Fhe mill is equipped with the 
best machinery that money can buy. It 
contains 10,452 spinning spindles and 
300 looms, and the numbers of yarns 
spun are 28 warp, and 36 to 40 filling. 
The cloth is made in the same count 
and number as print cloth, viz.: 64x64, 
but instead of being printed it is finished 
for the bleaching trade. The mill started 
operations in May, 1893, and has run 
both night and day since. Its product 
has been sold, and part of it is sold ahead 
to the first ef November. The Journal 
of Commerce says: 

This mill has been built cheaper than 
any other first-class mill in the south, the 
cost per spindle being only $15.24, which in- 
cludes real estate, tenements, warehouse, 
reservoir, mill buildings and machinery. 
When this mill was started on fine numbers 
it was predicted by a great many mill men 
that it would never be a success spinning 
these numbers, as it was thought no other 
mills but those in New England could do it. 
The Gaffney mill has demonstrated that 
fine goods can be made in the south just ag 
good as they can be anywhere else in the 
world and be made _ cheaper, too. There 
are two mills now starting in the south, and 
the third one is being built, which are to 
follow the example that the Gaffney mill 
set, to spin and weave fine numbers. 

The manufacture of the finer grades of 
cotton goods is just what has been 
needed in the south, and now that it has 
been demonstrated that we ean make it 
successful and profitable, we may expect 
to see this region become the cotton mill 
center of the world. When we manufac- 
ture our raw material and sell it in the 
home and foreign markets the south will 
be the richest country on the globe.

The British and the Negroes. 

One Ida B. Wells, a negro woman, who 
was driven out of Memphis for publish- 
ing a slanderous article about the «white 
women of the south, is lecturing on lynch 
law to large audiences in England. 

The lecturer tells horrible stories about 
the lynching of negroes in the south, and 
she has been successful in winning the 
sympathy of a large portion of the Brit- 
ish public. Newspapers, clergymen and 
public meetings are endorsing her and 
denouncing the American lynchers in 
very strong language. 

But our friends over the water are in- 
consistent. At this very time they are 
engaged in grabbing land in Africa. 
where they, are slaughtering the natives 
without mercy. One of the speakers at 
a meeting of the Royal Colonial Society 
said the other day: 


Savages do not understand leniency. They 
take it for fear. Therefore, in a new coun- 
try where there is a very small white popu- 
lation among a very large number of abo- 
riginal blacks, the absolute supremacy of 
the whites and the authority of the white 
man’s government must be firmly estab- 
lished, and until this authority is fully 
recognized the savages cannot be treated 
with abstract justice. It may be wrong 
to occupy waste places of the earth, to ex- 
tend the British empire and to come in 
contact with savages at all. I will not offer 
an opinion on that point, but, right or 
wrong, it is a British characteristic to take 
possession of any country we think worth 
having. 

We do not care how strongly the 


English denounce lynching in the United 
States, when negroes are the victims, 
but we insist that they should also de- 
nounce their own countrymen who are 
stealing land in Africa and butchering 
the blacks who are defending their 
homes. Let us have a fair deal in this 
matter, 


Victoria’s Birthday. 

Today is the seventy-fifth birthday of 
Queen Victoria. 

The queen is now in excellent health 
and it is possible that she will live for 
some years to come.. She has been on 
the throne fifty-seven years, and her 
reign embraces many of the most memo- 
rable events in Enghksh history. 

Victoria will not rank in history among 
the greatest rulers of the world, but she 
will be remembered as a good wife and 
mother, a model of virtue and a queen 
who felt a deep interest in the welfare 
of her subjects. She has had nine chil- 
dren, of whom seven are still living. 

Since she has been on the throne her 
people have given her in the civil list 
expenditures $110.275,000, and $48,676.- 
705 for the support of her residences and 
stables. Her direct expenditures are 
$1,800,000 a year. The sum allowed by 


the government for the support of the | 


other members of the royal family is 
$1,300,000 a year. The queen has saved 
and invested some thirty or forty million 
dollars, and in the event of a revolution 
her children would inherit enough to 
give them 4 new start in the avorid. 
There is not much more to be said 
about this serene and fortunate old lady. 
She holds to the religious faith and the 
political creed of her fathers, and is op- 
posed to liberal views. She hates scan- 
dal as much as she hated Mr. Gladstone, 
loves big dinners and good wine, and 


still believes that herpusband was the 


best man that ever lived. Two or 


attempts have been made to assassinate 
her, but her people love her, and: her 
successor will be lucky indeed if he en- 
joys anything like her popularity. 

Today is a notable anniversary. It is 
a rare thing for a sovereign to celebrate 
a seventy-fifth birthday after fifty-seven 
years on the throne. 


Magnifying Coxey. 

The Washington police judge who sent 
Coxey to jail for displaying a banner on 
the capitol grounds, and fined him for 
walking on the capitol grass was a judi- 
cial chump, | 

Coxey leading a crowd of beggars and 
cranks was harmless, but Coxey in jail 
will get the sympathy and endorsement 
of many people who would not have 
noticed him if he had been let,alone by 
the authorities, or released with the 
warning not to do it again. 

The action of the judge in refusing to 
allow Coxey to pay a fine for displaying 
the banner was unnecessarily severe. To 
lock him up for that offense suggests the 
idea that he is something more than a 
crank or a tramp—that he is, in point of 
fact, a rebel against the government, and 


that the republic is in danger when he is | 
at large. 


Undoubtedly, he is a foolish fellow, but 
he has run against a set of authorities 
who are fully as foolish as he is, and it 
is to be feared that there are numerous 
others of the same sort occupying high 
official places. 

In dealing with the Coxey business we 
need officials whose common sense, good 
humor and humanity will temper such 
justice as they may be called on to ad- 
minister. The government can maintain 
peace and order without going into 
hysterics when a few of its citizens enter 
the enpitol grounds with a banner bear- 
ing none but peaceful mottoes.

They will 
receive a hearty welcome, and we feel 
satisfied that the exhibits of the cotton 
states and the Spanish-American coun- 
tries will surprise and delight them.

SEVERAL WERE AFTER THE PLACE 


The Judge Was Not an Applicant, but His 
“Selection Gives General Satisfaction. 
W aiting for an Ansver.

Judge Samson W. Harris is the new 
secretary of state. 

The appointment was made by Governor 
Northen yesterday afternoon about 3 
o'clock. 

The appointment takes effect at once and 
it is expected that Judge Harris will enter 
upon the duties of the office without delay. 

There seems to be no doubt as to his ac- 
ceptance of the appointment, in spite of 
the fact that it was rumored about the 
capitol yesterday that several friends of 
Judge Harris had visited the governor 
with the express purpose of offsetting the 
endeavors of other friends who were urg- 
ing his name for the appointment by tell- 
ing the governor that Judge Harris was 
not in the race and would not be. 

The truth is the name of Judge Harris 
was never urged before the governor with 
his consent. On the contrary, he told Gov- 
ernor Northen that he was not an appli-

cant and would not be. Governor Northen, 
however, construed this as meaning that 
Judge Harris was simply opposed to any- 
thing like a contest over the office, and 
since his name was so firmly backed up 
by influentia) citizens from every quarter 
of the state, the governor, recognizing his 
strength, his ability and his many superior 
qualifications for the place, appointed him. 

In consideration of the fact that Judge 
Harris was not considered in the race as 
an avowed applicant, his appointment was 
a surprise to the gossipers about the hotels 
who had been talking the situation over all 
day. 

The governor was kept busy with the 
work of hearing petitions and listening to 
the claims of friends for this candidate or 
that all the forenoon. Early in the morn- 
ing a large delegation from Milledgeville 
on behalf of Judge Sanford, of that city, 
called at the executive office and the gov- 
ernor gave them a patient hearing. They 
were followed by a number of Savannah 
men, who came up with Colonel William 
Clifton to speak in his behalf. 

Judge Trippe was also presented by a 
large delegation, who set forth his claims 
at length. 

General Walker’s name was urged by 
dozens of well-known Atlanta gentlemen. 

The name of Judge Richard H. Clark was 
withdrawn by him, although it had been 
endorsed by very maftiy prominent Atlan- 
tians. Judge Clark said that it had been 
without his consent that his name should 
have been presented to the governor and 
asked the governor not to consider it at 
all. 

The applicants for the place were not a 
few and the interest ran high among 
the politicians. 

The appointment of Judge Harris meets 
the hearty approval of every loyal citizen 
of Georgia. His name is known as a syno- 
nym of wisdom, justice and moderation 
throughout the state, and everybody who 
knows him at all well feels closely bound 
to him by that magnetism which few pub- 
lic men of modern times have power to 
throw out to others. 

As a lawyer Judge Harris won golden 
opinions at the bar. He was not long in 
building up one of the best paying practices 
in this entire region of the state. 

As judge of the Carrollton judicial circuit 
he has easily asserted his title to be called 
as fair, as able and as just a judge as 
sits on the Georgia bench. 

Text of the Order. 

Following is the text of the order ap- 
pointing Judge Harris secretary of state to 
fill the unexpired term: 


“State of Georgia, Exegutive Office, At- 
lanta, May 23, 1894.—Whereas, by the death 
of the Hon. Philip Cook a vacancy exists 
in the office of secretary of state; by vir- 
tue of the authority vested in me by law, 
it is 

“Ordered, That the Hon. Samuel W. Har- 
ris, of the county of Carroll, be, and he is 
hereby appointed secretary of state for the 
unexpired term of Philip Cook, deceased. 

“Given under my hand and the seal of 
the executive department in the city of 
Atianta, this, the 3d day of May, 1894.

He has been judge of the Coweta circuit 
fourteen years. 

No more honorable, high-toned, lovable 
man lives in Georgia and his popularity is 
widely acknowledged. 

To Visit the University.

The visitors will go to Athens in a few 
weeks to investigate the management of 
Chancellor Boggs and the faculty and. will 
make report to the governor on their re- 
turn from the Classic City as to how things 
are being conducted on the cherished 
campus of the State university. 


The Immigration Committee. 


Governor Northen had a private confer- 
ence yesterday with a number of well- 


known railroad men for the purpose of | 
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getting the work of organizing a 
immigration bureau in shape. 

The conference lasted an hour or two 
and much was done looking to a complete 
organization of the work. 

“This is simply an idea of our own,” gaid 
the governor about the movement, 
and it is not a state affair, 
as was thought by some in the beginning. 
It is simply a concerted movement between 
myself and railroad men in Georgia to see 
what we can do for the state in bringing 
people here. 

“The conference today wes for the pur- 
pose of appointing a committee to look into 
the situation and see what we may expect 
from the railroads. 

“The work, I think, will be delayed for 
a few months on account of the unfortunate 
fact that several of our most useful lines 
are in the hands of a receiver and are nof 
in position to put forward any great efforts 
for immigration. After the reorganization 
of the properties I think there will be 
but little difficulty in the way and I be- 
lieve the movement is going to be a great 
success.”’ 


+#GR EFFECT ON THE CAMPAIGN. 
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The Reports Which Atkinson Men Are 
Spreading. 

Publications were made in several. state 
papers yesterday, which show the despera- 
tion of the Atkinson cause. 

They were to the effect that a gentle- 
man who had been admitged to an Evans 
caucus had betrayed the proceedings to 
those for whom they were not intended. 
The alleged proceedings were the passage 
of a resolution to send money and workers 
to the counties of Bibb, Floyd and Musco- 
gee for the purpose of buying up the votes 
of these counties. Prominent Knights of 
Labor were to be thus made use of. 

In regard to these statements The Consti- 
tution called upon members of the Evans 
committee, who said: 

“The statement that a man enters a 
conference under false colors, and then 
comes out and betrays what he has heard, 
carries its own comment on the credibility 
of the witness so testifying. If he will play 
false in one situation, it follows that he 
would be equally so in another, 

“The Evans campaign committee indig- 
nantly denies having sent any representative 
of Knights of Labor men or money to 
Muscogee, Floyd or Bibb countles, or any- 
where else. 

“They claim that the opponents of General 
Evans, recognizing his popularity with la- 
boring men everywhere, have circulated 
this story for campaign purposes. They 
feel confident of the ability of General 
Evans's friends in Muscogee, Floyd and 
Bibb tq take care of his interest there 
without outside aid.’’ 
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NEARLY A HUNDRED YEARS OLD. 


The Funeral of “Uncle” Dan Johnson 
in DeKalb County Yesterday. 

A “father in Israel’? was laid to rest 
in DeKalb county yesterday afternoon. 
His name was Uncle Sam Johnson and 
his hair was white with the frost of nearly 
a hundred years. 

The people of the county for miles and 
miles around were present at the funeral 
yesterday. On account of his advanced 
age everybody knew Uncle Daniel. He was 
born in Elbert county, Georgia, on the 
20th of December, 1800, but moved into De- 
Kalb county when he was quite a young 
man. 

At that time the whole of north Geor- 
gia was occupied by the Indian and the 
people everywhere lived in mortal terror of 
the red men. Mr. Jobnson, however, who 
was a stalwart piomeer, bought him a 
lot and proceeded to erect a house upon 
it. Until the time cf their death, which 
occurred a number of years afterward, his 
aged parents reside with him under the 
same roof. 

For seventy «years, in the quiet life of 
a God-fearing and upright citizen, Mr. 
Johnsen continued to reside on the ssme 
lot and to observe the slow and gradual 
changes which altered the appearance of 
the surrounding country, changing it from 
the savage abode of the Indians into a 
beautiful and fertile. domain of civiliza- 
tion. 

At one time Mr. Johnson was the sheriff 
of DeKalb county and served his people in 
the state legislature. DeKalb county then 
included all of the urea now occupied by 
Fulton and was a vast domain of country. 
He lived to gee his children’s children grow 
up around him and to feel the happy as- 
surance that he was the father of an 
honorable, as well as an abundant offspring. 

At the age of ninety-four with his chil- 
dren gathered at his bedside and everything 
in readiness for his departure, the old man 
closed his eyes and yesterday afternoon, 
as the light of the May sun enveloped the 
spring fields, he was laid to rest in the 
old family burial ground.

“ ‘This department has received with much 
interest your report of the suggestion made 
to you by his excellency, Mr. william L. 
Scruggs, the late diplomatic representative 
of the United States government here, that 
Venezuela and other countries of the south- 
ern hemisphere, take part in the Cotton 
States and International exposition to be 
held in the city of Atlanta. 

“*The special agent who, according to the 
statements of that distinguished gentleman, 
will be sent hither to invite Venezuela to 
participate in that’ exposition, will be cor- 
wiaslty received, and should nothing inter- 
vene to prevent, this government will ac- 
cept the invitation and use every effort to 
comply with the conditions.’

CALLOWAY GAVE WARNING, ’

Said He Was Going to Kill Himeelf, 
but No One Believed Him. 


The circumstances of the suicide of W. 
J. Calloway, which was briefly announced 
in yesterday’s Constitution, were brought 
out at the coroner’s inquest yesterday. 

Mr. Calloway ‘died about half-past 1 
o'clock yesterday morning at his home, 
62 Davis street, from the effects of a dose 
of. morphine taken several hours before. 
It is believed that he swallowed a large 
dose of the deadly drug. 

Mr. Calloway was a collector for Mr. Hop- 
kins, the Broad street grocer, and for some 
time has been melancholy and depressed. 
Day before yesterday he stated to one or 
two acquaintances that he was going to 
kill himself. Those to whom this statement 
was made gave it no weight and merely 
laughed at it. 

He seems to have been in earnest, how- 
ever. In company with a friend he bought 
ten grains of morphine at Daniel’s drug 
store. He remarked to his companion that 
he intended to kill himself with the mor- 
phine. 

At the place where he was employed he 
remarked that he would not be alive on the 
following morning, but those in whose hear- 
ing this remark was made gave it no 
more credence than the others had aone.

ACTIVE LIST CLOSED AT SHARP ADVANCE 


Liverpool Surprised Our Market, Result- 
ing in an Advance of About 9 Points 
in Cotton Contracts. 


NEW YORK, May 23.—London purchases 
of stocks, estimated at fully 15,000 shares, 
rumors of an early settlement of the strike 
in the bituminous coal region and a belief 
that the western railway managers will de- 
vise means to prevent rate cutting through 
the formation of a cast-iron pool, all tended 
to advance prices at the stock exchange to- 
day. In addition to this a certain operator 
with St. Louis connections, who gained un- 
enviable notoriety during the late summer 
panic, was said to be a liberal buyer of the 
active list. Brokers alleged to be acting 
for him were ‘anxious buyers, and this 
created the impression, whether correct or 
mot, that they were covering short con- 
tracts. It is generally conceded that the 
veteran bear operator got out of the way 
earlier in the week. At one time prices 
showed advances of anywhere from 4, to 
3% per cent. Sugar rose 35 to 103; Chicago 
Gas, 2; Western Union, 2; Reading, 1%; Big 
Four, 2; Rock Island, 1%; Burlington and 
Quincy, 1%; St. Paul, 1%; Lackawanna, 1%; 
Lake Shore, 2; Louisville and Nashville, 2%; 
Cordage, 2%; Missouri Pacific, 158; North- 
ern Pacific, preferred, 15%, and Union Pa- 
cific, 1%. The advance brought out long 
gtock and & reaction of 144 of 1 per cent took 
place. An attack was made on New York 
Central late in the day, and the stock de- 
clined to 964% on sales of about 5,000 shares 
by a house usually identified with the bull 
interests. The transaction was set down to 
bear operators who took this means to 
check the rising tendency of the market. 
Manhattan first dropped 8% to 113 on the 
signing of the chamber of commerce rapid 
transit bill, and then jumped to 119% on 
covering of short contracts. Later sales 
were made at 118%@118%. The Industrials 
were strengthened by Washington  dis- 
patches predicting the early passage of the 
compromise tariff bill. Cordage gained ad- 
ditional strength through the adyance in 
price of the company’s product and a vague 
rumor of a combination with outside ‘inter- 
ests. At the close the decline of New York 
Central induced some selling by weak- 
ened bulls, but the final dealings were 
tolerably firm in tone.

Joe Blackburn Wakes a -Few Pertinent 
Remarks. 


KENTUCKIANS DEMAND SILVER COINAGE 


And Insist Upon the Repeal of the 10 Per 
Cent Bank Tax—Larger Volume 
of Currency Needed, 


from The Cincinati Enquirer. 

Washington, May  20.—Joe Bluckburn, 
for everybody calls him Joe, has been in 
public life for many years. A service in the 
lower house covering eight years is now 
being supplemented with a brilliant senato- 
rial career which has almost reached a 
decade. 

I met him yesterday when he had that 
which he rarely has—a spare half hour. 
So I asked him, as he had just returned 
from his native heath, how he found the 
condition of business affairs in his blue 
grass state, particularly among the farming 
classes. Said the senator in reply: 

“Well, of course, there is a universal 
condition of unrest and disquiet among the 
agricultural people of our coun"%vy and to 
@ great degree I found that existing in 


Kentucky, but probably our agricultural 
people are as little § affected bv this 
universal depression as any other in the 


country from the fact of their diversity of 
crops and resources. Unlike. other :2 tons, 
they are not dependent upon any one crop 


nor any one industry, and for this reason 
they probably have as little to complain 
of as any other agricultural portion of the 
country.” 

“Did you get any expression at home 


form your people of what they would like 
congress to do?” 

“There is little division of opinion among 
them,’ said he, *“‘However, they may have 
been influenced by the metropolitan press of 
the country and the persis*ency. with 
which certain policies have been urged 
upon the country for the last twelve months. 
The people of Kentucky—I am speaking of 
its rural and producing classes—are rest- 
less because they believe there is not a 
sufficiency of money in the country upon 
which to transact its business. They do 
and always have objected to the contraction 
of money. They believe there should be an 


addition to the volume of the circulating 
medium instead of a contraction of it. 
They were induced to believe for a long 
while that a return to the single gold 


standard was going to cure all the evils 
they were suffering under. They have al- 
ready discovered that that was a fallacy. 
“They are clamorous for a disposition of 
this tariff bill pending here. Of course you 
know that my people are tariff reform peo- 
ple. I mean by that that protection finds 
little sympathy with people of Ken- 
tucky. To emply the term as it is gen-rally 
used, Kentucky is a free-trade state, if 
there be one in the union, but they are 
restive under the delay that has attended 
the action of congress upon this tariff bill.” 


wet 


‘In other words, they want it settled?’’ 
“They want it disposed of one way or 
the other,” he answered. ‘Just as they 


grew restive about the long drawn-out de- 


bate on the repeal of the purchasing clause $ 


of the Sherman Dill so it is now. They are 


more impatient to Nave this matter dis- 
posed of.” 

“Do you hear any expressions as to 
silver?’ 


“Yes, I was taken to task, as you may 
remember, because of an assertion in a 
speech I made during the debate on the 
repeal of the Sherman law at the late 
extra session of congress in which I de- 
clared that I was perfectly willing to 
take Kentucky as a jury and leave it to 
settle the fate of silver. That statement 
was perverted at the time by certain in- 
fluential newspapers and I was made to 
say that the people of my state were op- 
posed to the repeal of the Sherman law. 
I believed then, ag I know now, that out- 
side of the cities, among the rural dis- 
tricts and the producing classes, esnecially 
the agricultural element of Kentucky’s peo- 
ple, there is well night a unanimity of 
sentiment upon the silver question. I am 
sure I don’t overstate the case when I 
say that four-fifths of the producing classes 
of Kentucky are not only in favor of, 
but demand the coinage of silver and are 
as good friends to the metal as I myself.’’ 

“Then, senator, you think your people 
would want independent action by this 
country regardless of an international con- 
ference?’ 

“Yes, that subterfuge, for it is little bet- 
ter, if any, of an international conference 
looking to rehabilitation of this tnetal, 
has been used until it is threadbare. The 
people believe it is simply an affidavit for 
a continuance of the present conditions. 
They are not to be put off longer with 
promises of international conferences on 
the question of bimetallism. They believe 
this country, isolated as it is, able as it 
is admitted to be to control the financial 
policies of all American powers, is fully 
competent to take care of its own money 
standard and is not dependent on any 
conclusions European powers may reach.” 

“Can any general or thorough restoration 
of confidence be expected without a remone- 
tization ‘of silver?’ I asked. 

“If so it must be done by resort to meth- 
ods that no one has yet been bold enough 
to advocate or even suggest,’’ said the sen- 
ator. “It is plain that the per capita of 
our circulating medium is not sufficient to 
meet the demands of this country. When 
the more densely populated, the older and

' third of the amount will suffice in our coun- 


try, where crops must be moved for thou- 
sands of miles across continents to reach 
the seaboard markets, where the most 
gigantic system of internal improvement 
is still in progress and uncompleted, with 
thousands of miles of railroad in progress 
of construction; in short, where we need a 
per capita at least double what is required 
in an older and more thoroughly developed 
country, it is difficult to reconcile u con- 
traction of the volume of currency with 
the best interests of this people who are 
thus endeavoring to develop other resources. 
Of course something may be substituted for 
silver, whether it be paper money hased 
upon a system of gold redemption, or whéeth- 
er it be fiat money, or whether it be a gen- 
eral system of credit, but it would seem 
that the conclusion cannot be escaped 
that we need more money than we how 
have, and hard money, but my conviction 
is clear that the only practical method Ly 
which we can relieve the present condi.ion 
is to use both metals and upon them predi- 
cate a safe issue of paper, redeemabie not 
at the pleasure of the holder, but at the 
option of the government in either the one 
or the other.” 

‘You mean, senator, both metals without 
discrimination?” 

“Without the slightest discrimination. I 
mean to insist, so far as this monetary 
question is concerned,upon an exaction of the 
promise embodied in the platform of the 
democratic party at its last national con- 
vention, that gold and silver shall be put 
upon an even basis, treated alike by the 
government, the coinage open to both met- 
als alike, and above all this that the option 
as to the payment of the obligations of this 
government belongs to the government and 
not to the holder of this evidence of in- 
debtedness. 

“We are told, and the masses were per- 
sistently taught to believe, that the repeal 
of the so-called Sherman act was going to 
restore not only confidence but prosperity 
and prices. The farmer was told that so 
soon as that bill was passed every product 
of the farm would go back to the highest 
prices that had ever been known. More 


than six months have elapsed since that re- 


peal bill became a law. There is not to be 
found in the land today a man so ignorant 
but knows that these promises have not 
been fulfilled, nor is there to be found any 
intelligent man, if he be honest, who will 
not admit that the repeal of that law, in- 
stead of bringing relief but marked further 
decline in every product of the farm, an in- 
crease of the number of the unemployed, 
and an ageravation cf all the financial dis- 
tress under which the cuvuntry has been suf- 
fering. It was only after this law was pass- 
ed and we were put upon a single gold 
basis that every highway in the country 
was filled witht ramps organized into ar- 
mies heading for the national capital from 
every quarter of the country, demanding 
legislation for their relief or governmental 
support, and requiring the interference of 
the military of the federal government to 
surmress u:sorder, control mobs and protect 
private corporate property from _ seizure. 
Coxey’s army, with its contingencies from 
California, the northwest, Texas, Pennsyl- 
vania and other sections of the country, was 
never organized until many months after 
the passage of the law which the people 
had been taught to believe was to be a 
panacea for all their troubles.” 

“Did you find any expression in Kentucky 
or from any other source in favor of the re- 
peal of the 10 per cent bank clause?’ 

“Decidedly, I say yes. If there is one 
plank in the platform adopted by our party 
at Chicago upon which the people of my 
state are more thoroughly united than any 
other it is the one to which you allude—our 
promise to repeal the 10 per cent tax upon 
State banks.’’ 

‘“‘Now senator, wherein would be the ben- 
efits of the repeal of such a law?” 

‘‘In this: So long as the currency of this 
country is national—by this I mean 
or silver, or greenbacks, or national bank 
paper, or coin certificates—so long as the 
currency consists of either or all of these 
descriptions of money, it is clearly within 
the power of Wall street to control its 
volume at pleasure. It does not matter how 
much the volume, nor whether it be in 
metal or in paper based on metal, if it be 
a national currency, it is clearly competent 
and altogether easy for a half dozen private 
citizens in the city of New York to contro! 
your finances and create a financial panic 
within twelve hours at their pleasure. The 
instant you repeal the tax upon the state 
bank issues you provide a safety valve 
which makes it impossible for the individual 
to corner the currency of this country or 
regulate its volume, for the moment that 
the money market shall be tightened in Wall 
street these state banks of issue will at 
once provide the community what is nec- 
essary for the conduct of the business of 
that community and the neighborhood. 

“Now, further. it is objected to this state 
bank currency that the instant it crosses 
the line, going into other states, it de- 
preciates in value and comes to a discount. 
That is one of the many considerations that 
commend it to our people. No people is- 
sue money to be circulated abroad for the 
benefit of foreigners. No nation utters 
money except for the use of its own people. 
Neither American, French nor English gold 
or silver passes in any foreign country ex- 
cept by weight. Neither the louis d’or of 
France, nor the gold sovereign of England, 
nor the gold eagie of America bears the 
same relative value to the silver metal 
of its own country that is borne by either 
of the other coins. 

‘‘When the state bank tax was passed 
congress accomplished a purpose which no 
man then claimed, or ever has claimed, that 
congress had any power to do by direction. 
From the foundation of the government 
the state banks had issued money. AS a 
war measure congress found it necessary 
to prohibit the further exercise of this 
power. Unable to do this by positive en- 
actment, it accomplished its purpose by an 
indirect method of legislation. It said to 
the state banks, we have no constitutional 
power to stop you from issuing your state 
bank money, but we will impose a tax of 
10 per cent upon you for the privilege of 
loaning your money at 6 or 7 per cent; thus 
by the use of the taxing power, driving the 
state banks out of existence as banks of 
issue. 

‘Now the most valuable feature in that 
system of banking to my mind consists in 
the very fact that its opponents are urging 
against it. The instant that this money goes 
{into other states it finds itself at a discount, 
which of necessity sends it back to dis- 
charge its function and meet the wants of 
the people of its own community. But 
above all this, the convention, which is in 
my mind, that the repeal of that state 
bank tax puts it farther beyond the power 
of the east or the money centers of this 
country to expand or contract the volume 
of currency at pleasure, forces me to the 
conclusion that of all the laws proposed 
for the emancipation of the American peo- 
ple, and its producing people, this is the 
most important and valuable.” 

“Will you take any action to secure this 
repveal?’’ 

“Yes,” said the senator, “I am going to 
introduce into the senate a bill to repeal 
that 10 per cent state bank tax law. I should 
have done it Lefore this time except that 
there was no prospect or chance to have 
that or anything else considered until after 
the tariff bill should have been disposed of. 
I will have in fhe hands of the senate com- 
mittee on finance a bill proposing the repeal 
of this state bank tax before the decks 
are cleared of the present tariff discussion, 
and I intend to force it to the front and 
insist upon its consideration. 

“We are coming toward the end of this 
session. The congressional campaign is al- 
ready on us, for in many sections of the 
country it has already opened. We are in 
no condition now to meet the issue with 
which we are confronted. We want to hold 
the next house of representatives. We 
want to hold the senate after the ith of 
next March. If we expect to do this we 
must be prepared to go before the people 
in the pending congressional campaign and 
satisfy them of two things: First, that we 
are honest and mean to keep faith with 
them by satisfying the pledges we gave 
them, and secondly, that we are capable 
ef managing the affairs of this government 
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and determined to do it upon 
lines. 

“It remains for us to accomplish this 
work bajween now and the close of this 
session, for in candor, it must be admitted 
that up to this time we have not met the 
obligations that rest upon us. 

‘In our last platform we promised to re- 
store to silver the right of free coinage, 
and to put it upon an equality with gold. 
This pledge we have not redeemed, but upon 
the contrary have flagrantly broken. (For 
this surely no one will hold me responsible.) 

‘“‘We further promised to revise the tariff 
system of this country on a revenue basis 
pure and simple, repudiating every sem- 
blance of the republican system of protec- 
tion, showing no quarter to trusts and 
shaping a tax bill solely in the interests 
and for the people. As yet this pledge has 
not been fulfilled. I trust in God it will be 
made good before this session closes. 

“We further promised to repeal the 10 
per cent state bank tax law, and this I 
insist we must do, for snould we fail, the 
democratic party to say the least of it, 
will find itself embarrassed when asked to 
point to the pledges given which have been 
redeemed and furnish explanation for fail- 
ure to make good its promises.”

Hovrv a New Zealand “Mayoress” Runs 
the Couneil. 

Mrs. Yates, the ‘‘mayor’” of Onehunga, in 
New Zealand, is troubled apparently with 
one or two unruly councilors, and has some 
difficulty in keeping her team in order. At 
a recent meeting, reported in The New Zea- 
land Herald, the proceedings are described 
as “‘lively.’” The question under discus- 
sion was an outbreak of typhoid fever in 
the borough. At an early stage in the dis- 
cussion Mr. Tapp expressed the opinion 
that certain correspondence had been kept 
back. 

The mayor, with much firmness, said: “I 
insist upon an apology from you, Mr. Tapp, 
for making that remark, agd shall adopt a 
similar course with any other councilor so 
expressing himself.”’

He must have 
been misunderstood.

Mr. Calhoun became _ intensely 
jealous and a series of difficulties between 
himself and the son-in-law was the result. 
Two or three police court cases were made, 
and the matter got into the justice courts. 
It was freely aired at the time, and all of 
the friends and acquaintances of the par- 
ties involved became aware of the facts. 

Finally the trouble got through the courts 
and when all was ended, Mr. and Mrs. Cal- 
houn continued to live togeiher. Without 
interruption of any kind they remained to- 
gether until yesterday’s trouble. As stated, 
those who knew the couple had begun to 
believe that harmony had made a permanent 
settlement in the household of the Cal- 
houn’s 

Mr. Calhoun seemed very much wrought 
up over the latest chapter in the trouble, 
and told about it rather nervously. He said 
that he and his wife had been getting along 
harmoniously until Tuesday afternoon when 
he discovered that she was with the son-in- 
law who had caused all the former trouble 
at the house of a neighbor near by. 

He said that, thinking of all that had oc- 
curred, he was excessively angered and 
Started to enter the house and assert him- 
self. He knew this would cause trouble, 
and he asked the advice of a policeman. 
The officer counseled that it would be the 
wisest policy not to go into the house. This 
advice he acted on, and when his wife re- 
turned home he went to her and in a calm 
and quiet manner asked her why she had 
met and talked to “that man?’ Then, ac- 
cording to his Story, she turned loose her 
batteries upon him. In his expressive lan- 
guage she “plugged him over the head 
twice,’ struck him in the side, then gather- 
ed the broom handle and proceeded to make 
war, warmly and in earnest. He tried to 
hold and quiet her. 

Patrolman Blackstone heard the racket 
on the street and rushed in and arrested 
both husband and wife. Mr. Calhoun was 
Sent to police headquarters and Mrs. Cal- 
houn was given a copy of charges. 

Mrs. Calhoun’s story put the matter in 
quite a different light. She said that she 
kept boarders and supported herself, her 
son and her husband. She said that as she 
was returning from market late Tuesday 
She met the troublesome son-in-law, who 
figured in their domestic affairs in a star 
role last year. The son-in-law asked her 
about a law suit in which he was interested 
and in which she was a witness, and she 
went into the home of Mrs. McDonald, a 
neighbor of hers, to talk the matter over. 
She was there less than twenty minutes, and 
when she got home her husband dashed in 
and with a long string of oaths demanded 
to Know why she had met the son-in-law. 
He was threatening in his manner, and 
when she left the room to avoid him, he fol- 
lowed. Again she left the room, and once 
more he followed her. She struck him in 
the face with the dusting brush, and denied 
that she had “plugged”’ him as energetically 
as he had represented. She told her story 
with considerable show of spirit, and during 
its recital Calhoun stood with his back to 
her. 

Recorder Calhoun announced himself as 
of the opinion that the best thing they could 
do was to separate. He imposed a fine of 
$3 and costs in each case. Both fines were 
paid.
